increases. 

Cranston first proposed his pljan 


to allow certain elderly persons to ，

He said that many people who 
retire at age 62 are without any 


medical coverage whatever be- 上 


cause they are no longer eligible 
for their private ,group health 
plans and yet must wait until they 
are 65 for medicare. 

GAP 

“There is no real justification 
for that 3-year gap and no real 
justification for the difficulty we 
in the Senate have faced in-:trying 
to close that gap,”Cranston said . 
“Four times since 1972 the Senate 
has approved my bil and four 
times we have been shot down by 
the House. The most recent, just a 
few weeks ago，occurred with the 
aid and comfort of the HEVV 
bureaucracy.” 

“They claimed that only people 
already sick would buy into 
medicare and thus force up future 
premiums for those who might 
decide to buy in later on,” 
Cranston Said . 

“I don't think that argument is 
valid. I believe virtually everyone 
at that age will want to take 
immediate advantage of medicare 
coverage 让 让 were available and 
they could afford it.” 

“You can be perfectly well one 
day and sick the next. 下 veryone 
knows that, especially the eldqerly-.

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Maine Youth Attack 


Vietnamese Refugees 


AUGUSTA，Maine Some 
]ocal young men attacked and 
harassed South Vietnamese refu- 
gees jliving in Maine recently， 
according to a UPI report. 
However, the attackers sometimes 
have gotten more than they 
bargained for from their victims， 
many of -whom are combat 
veterans during the war. 

“These Americans dont realize 
who they're messing .with,”said 
Mickey OMalley of the state 
Division of Community Services, 
“These South Vietnamese，the 
young men anyway，have spent 
most of their life fighting, They're 
tough，and they wont be pushed 
around.” 

SCARED 

“Tm scared some of these 
American kids will end up in the 
hospital, which could really set of 
some ITeprisals,” added ”Mrs. 
O'Malley, director of the Citizens 
Assistance Line. Two years ago， 
she coordinated the move of 160 of 
Maines 400 refugees_ into the 
state， 

Several attacks on Vietnamese 
refugees in Augusta have been 
reported to the police in the last six 
months，but the refugees report 
that things have quieted down. 

The incidents included beat- 
ings，vandajlism and thefts， Such 
attacks have resulted in four 
Americans being indicted by a 
Kennebec County grand jury on 
charges of assaujting and terror- 
jizing Vietnamese. Two other cases 
were Still awaiting grand jury 
action， 

The refugees) also' report, that 


some ”Imerchants ”have taken 
advantage of therm， The police 
said there were reports of verbal 
harassment in nearby Winthrop， 
involving American women who 
date Vietnamese. 

Among incidents described re- 
cently by the police or included by 
Mrs,-OMalley in,a report to Gov. 
JamesB. Longley were the follow- 
ing;

e AYVietnamese man visiting his

teen-agers after he refused to give 
them money. He later found two 
tires on his car slashed.

windows of his automobile 
smashed. 

“Were not looking for trouble,” 
he said， “The Americans are 
jealous，I think.

Incentives 


HONG KONG 一 Ten years after 


abolishing ” material incentives 
(production bonuses)， 了 Peking is 
preparing to reintroduce material 
encouragements for individuals. 

Kwangming Daily recently 
published a report on a conference 
held ip Peking economic circjes 
during which the question of 
bonuses and sharing out according 
to work done was discussed at 
length . 

POSITION 

Observers noted that 让 was the 
first time the official Chinese Press 
had shown such a clear position in 
favor of bonuses， which have 
recently been mentioned from 
time to time， 

Somie participants called on the 
workers who deal with theory, the 
country s theoreticians, to prepare 
a full report on the need to apply 
the system of bonuses in such a 
way as to prepare revolutonary 
opinion for a return to the bonus 
System .

Sometime during -or shortly 
after the American Civil War -of 
the 1860s，many ships bringing 
Chinese laborers to _ California 
began debarking their passengers 
on an isolated beach in- Marin 
County._ The “Chinese “were 
coming here to help build the first 
- transcontinental railroad. The 
ship captains wanted to avoid the 
custom s inspectors in San Fran- 
cisco。， Thus was born China 
Camp，now-a part of a new 
California State Park. 

There may actually have been 
Chinese fishermen on this site 
before 1860. The precise historical 
background is still under in- 
vestigation. What transpired 
immediately before this date， 
however， is not nearly so 
important as What evolved after- 
ward. The events are a major part 
of the story of the Chinese in 
Caljifornia，as well as some long 
neglected history of California 
itself. 


AUTHENTIC 
China Camp is probably the 
only remaining site of an 


authentic Chinese fishing vilage 
in this state. 


California's commercial fish- 
ing industry was largely begun by 
the Chinese， It is impossible to 
date Specifically when the 
commercial fishing industry be- 
gan，but many historians and 
authors of books on various 
California cities，Ppoint out that 
the Chinese were the first to 
develop commercial fishing and 
sell fish .door-to-door or in 
markets. Abalone was certainly 
introduced to _ American dinner 
tabjles by the Chinese. 

The rapid growth of most cities 
has now totally obliterated the 
remnants of such fishing villages 
except at China Camp. Fortunate- 
ly, this quiet，secluded beach has 
remained in operationbytheQuan 
family. No commercial develop- 
ment has been permitted . 

San Francisco ,Bay once 
spawned thriving beds of shrimp. 
One of the largest of these was 
discovered in the early 1870's off 
Point San Pedro，Marin County. 
Many of the southern Chinese in 
California were already skilled in 
fishing or “shrimping”and gladly 
jeft the overcrowded labor market 
in San Francisco to follow this 
profession . 

For nearly a century there- 
after， China Camp fishermen 
provided many Californians with 
their fresh shrimp， For displaced 
Louisiana residents，“Shrimp 
Creole"” returned to their evening 
meal. 

Much of Marin County's early 
history is finely interwoven with 
the residents of China Camp. 


China Camp often was a good- 
sized town rather than just a 
fishing village，S$everal thousand 
Chinese might live there at any 
one time and many residents were 
available to help in the economic 
development of the county. 

BRICK YARD 

Chinese workers helped Jobhn 
Augustus.McNear found his brick 
yard on Point San Pedro in the 
1860's，Bricks made by Chinese 
laborers were Shipped. weekly to 
San Francisco where they were

used in constructing badly needed 
fire-proof structures. San Fran- 
cisco was repeatedly damaged in 
this early period by major fires， 

In the summer of 1878，Chinese 
WwWorkers _ began constructing the 
first wagon road from San Rafael 
to Bolinas， Unfortunately， this 
was a tme of growing anti- 
Chinese hostility，and in jlate 
August，1878，San Rafael nearly 
experienced a disastrous riot when 
dozens of armed San Francisco 
lapor unionists arrived determined 
to halt the use of the Chinese 
roadbuilders， 


Much of Marin's early agricul- 
tural development would not have 
been possible without the Chinese， 
Even the county's once thriving 
but small vine and wine business 
received some assistance from the 
Chinese. They certainly were 
largely_ responsible in the 1880's 
for planting and harvesting most 
of the grapes grown in the North 
Coast _ counties and Marin had 
over 500 acres of grapes by 1890. 
Two wineries operated by the 
sarme year in San Rafael. 


VARIETY 
There were Chinese laundries， 
of course，and Chinese domestic 
servants，and Chinese gardeners 
and Chinese who helped build the 
railroads in Marin，The variety 
and even the nurmber of Chinese 
in various occupations are not 
nearly as important as the fact 
that China Camp was the focal 
point for the hiring of the Chinese 
worker， The village must have 
provided many of the amenities 
the Chinese required for their 
daily life， even perhaps including 
a Joss House for worship of the 

various Chinese deities. 
Many of the finer- points surT- 


ounding the life of the Chinese in ， 
Marin have not been researched 
heretofore，The establishment of ' 
China Camp as a State Park，has 
served to awaken interest in the 
meaning of the site to both- 


Chinese and non-Chinese Marin

Plant in Taiwan 
Completed 


TAIPEI 一 The first melamine 
plant of the Taiwan Fertilizer Co. 
(TEC) has just been _ completed， 
according to Chinese Information 
Service. 

A spokesmen for the TEC said 
that the $18.4 million plant is lo- 
cated at Hsinchu in northern Tai- 
wan. 

Its _ facilities were purchased 
from the United States_ and the 
plant will use a Special process in- 
vented in Holland for melamine， 

In the initial stage，the Plant 
will produce 10,000 metric tons a 
year. It uses Urea as a Taw mate- 
rial, A ton of melamine can be 
produced from three tons of urea. 

Taiwan needs 3,000 tons of mel- 
amine a year,.

13, Robert Lee, 28, may go to jai 
for  giving his customers  a 
discount， Earlier，on November 
23，Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge John Sparrow fined 
Lee $2,000 and sentenced him to 5 
days in jail for contempt of court. 
Lee had defied the judges order to 
stop selling below fair trade prices 
at Lee's huge 10 check-out liquor 
store in Oakland Warehouse 
Wines and Spirits，The sentence 
was suspended until December 13， 
pending appeal to Appeals Conurt 
Judge Wakefield Taylor by Lees 
attorney, Raymond Louie，. 

SUED 

A few days before Judge 
Sparrow cited Lee, Sparrow made 
a ruling in favor of four other 
Oakland 1liquor stores and the 
Tavern Operators “Association . 
They had sued Lee for deprivation 
of business by selling below fair 
trade prices. Because other liquor 
dealers favor the higher faiz trade 
prices and because many com- 
munity people feel that low liquor 
Prices encourage drinking，Lee 
has many Opponents. Lee said that 
his opponents call him the“god- 
father” of the liquor business，He 
has also received bomb threats to 
property and threats -against his 
life. He has hired guards for his 
property and family. 

Lee also has many Supporters， 
With Judge Sparrow'Ss sentence， 
Lee abruptiy closed 'his store on 
November 23， and a massive 
traffic jam formed on 10th Street 
in front:of his store. It was caused 
by customers who did not know 
Lee had closed (he has since 
Teopened) Lee estimated that he 
lost $50,000 in sales (his average 
daily sales) on that day. Lee's store 
had been doing -a tremendous 
amount of business because of the 
bargain hunters that packed his 
cut-rate liquor store， He said that 
his supporters cajll him “Robin 
Hood. 

LAVW 

Lee feels that he has not broken 
the law. He said he lowered his 
Prices “ because the 人 lcoholic 
Beverage Control Appeals Board 
ruled that fair trade prices on 
liquor are unconstitutional， ABC 
commissioner，Baxter Rice，:dis- 
agreed with the ruling and is 
contesting 直 in court, Lee's attor- 
ney,， Raymond Louie,， pointed out 
that Congress removed their fair 
trade law provisions in 1975，and 
California is one of the few 
Temaining states with fair trade 
Prices。 “Californians are Over- 
charged about $80 million a year 
because of fair trade Prices on 
liquor,”Louie estimated. Lee said 
that 让 he loses his appeal,“. . . the 
Teal losers will be the consumer.”

Insights Into Gay Life

“You go through a lot of hurt 
when someone cajlls you a China- 
man，so that in one sense you are 
more able to deal with someone 
calling you a fag.”The speaker is 
Dennis Chiu, ayoung, gay Chinese 
American who grew up in Wash- 
ington of immigrant parents and 
who now lives in San Francisco， 
Chiu is one of the interviewees 
who open up for the camera in a 
new documentary about what it is 
]ike to be gay in our society， 

“Word Is Out, stories of some of 
Our lives,”a two-hour plus docu- 
mentary that began its premiere 
engagement last week at the 
Gateway Cinema in San.Francis- 
cO，Pproves that you can make a 
very fine documentary out of 
talking “heads， provided the 
subjects are drawn out to reveal 
their inner feelings and the film is 
edited to move at a spirited clip. 
The Mariposa Film Croup and 
director Peter Adair have not only 
eljicited frank fresh insights into 
gay life,，but theyve made a film 
about 29 people who become 
almost acquaintances by the end 
of the film. 

CROSS SECTION 

The film presents a good cross 
section of gays，rich and poor， 
male and female, shy and blatant， 
young and old， liberal and 
conservative， guilt-ridden “and 
free-spirited， The documentary 
also makes a statement in a minor 
theme ， about the similarities 
between the discrimination 
against gays and third world 
people. A black，gay athlete says 
that “being black made 过 very 
difficult to be gay and vice- 
versa.” But the young Chinese 
American quoted above says that 
the discrimination he suffered as a 
Chinese somehow made 让 easier 
to overcome prejudice against his 
being gay. 

The filmmakers” abilities ”in 
getting the most shy people to 
reveal their _ innermost exper- 
iences is most evident in the 
interview with Nadine Armijo, a 
Chicana who lives with her lover 
Rosa in a New Mexico house 
without plumbing and heating. 
Yet when the filmmakers inter- 
view outgoing personalities like 
Pat Bond，middle-aged ex-WAC 
who recounts her sometimes- 
hijlarious experiences during the 
Army's gay inquisition during the 
early 50's they fare equally well.

Ray Device 


WASHINGTON 一 A Chinese- 


， American scientist at the Coddard 


Space Flight Center of the US Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration has developed a port- 
able X-ray machine that produces 
an instant image. 

The new device，called Lixi- 
Scope，was developed by Dr. Yin 
Lo-i,，a 47-year-old nuclear physi- 
cist who_ graduated from Hua- 
Chung University in Wuchang， 
Hupei,before coming to the Unit- 
ed States in 1949. 

Lixiscope stands for Low Inten- 
Sity X-ray Imaging Scope. 

Dr Yin，who was in S$an Fran- 
cisco attending' a meeting of the 
American Nuclear Society，said 
the idea of developing a portable 
X-ray machine came to his mind 
more than ten years ago, before he 
joined NASA. 


But it was at NASAS Goddard 


Space Flight Center in Creenbelt， 
Md.,that he was allocated a spe- 
cial fund to start substantive re- 
search on the proiect. 

“Any device developed for X-ray 
astronomy studies, where thereis a 
Scarcity of X-rays，should have 
technology of obvious value in 
medical fluoroscopy where there 
are many X-rays; he said， 

In announcing the new device 
Monday NASA said the new port- 
able X-ray machine has high po- 
tential for emergency and other 
field use in medicine，dentistry 
and industry.
